Jon. John Early, President of the Senate: 

The Special Committee appointed to investi- 
gate certain alleged abuses charged to exist in 
the management of the Union Stock Yards of 
Chicago, beg leave to report to the Honorable 
the Senate the conclusions arrived at by the 
Committee upon an investigation of all the facts. 
The charter under which the Union Stock Yards 
were incorporated was passed by the Iwenty- 
fourth General Assembly, and approved by the 
Governor, February, 1865. During that year the 
Company expended, as is shown by their books, 
and exhibit ‘‘ A,” hereto attached, $1,700,000 in 
the construction of a hotel building, a railroad- 
track connecting the yards with the various lines 
of railroad centering in Chicago, and in the prep- 
aration of yards suffioient in capacity to accom- 
modate the demand for yarding stock; and up to 
thin date, in making additions tothe yards, * 
has been expended a little over $2,000,000. 7 

“SHE CAPITAL STOCK OF THE COMPANY 
is $1,100,000, and is divided into shares of $100 
each. Of the stock, 6,267 shares, or moro than 
oud-half, are owned by persons living in Massa- 
chusette, 785 shares are owned by persons living 
in Now York State, 1,088 are held by the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad Company, and 1,000 
shares by the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 
Railroad Company.

IE LIQUOR QUESTION. 


Defects in the Present Law3--- 
More Legislation 
Wanted. 


An Appeal by the Temperance Bureau 
to the Legislature of IIlinois. 


To the Editor of The Chteago Tribune : 

Sin: The order-loving people of the State 
have watcbed with some anxiety to see what ac- 
tion, if any, would be taken by the present Gen- 
eral Assembly upon the liquor question. 

The act passed at the last session, ‘‘ Providing 
against the evils resulting from the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors,” was protective only so far 
as the evils had accomplished their work, and 
were capable of being estimated in money-dam- 
ages. The law leaves the traffic in intoxicating 
liquors free to accomplish all the evils possible, 
and incident to it, guarding it with the legal 
sanction of a license law, and laying upon socie- 
ty, or individuals who may be damaged, the bur- 
den of proof to show damages in each particular 
case. It forced injured parties, wives and fami- 
lies of drunkards, to incur the enmity 
of their husbands, and to fight battles 
with organized liquor-dealers which society con- 
confesses itself unable to gain. Consequently, 
we designate those provisions of the law 
as unwise which shift the burden of its execu- 
tion from the executive shoulders of the consti- 
tuted authorities of society to the weakest and 
most fragile members of it. So far, it fails in 
the most essential requisites of a good and wise 
law, viz.: to shield the rights of the weakest 
from the aggressions of the strongest members 
of society. 

The principle that underlies this law, to pro- 
tect society from the evils of intoxicating 
liquors,” was fully sustained at the last election. 
It is the same principle which underlies all crim- 
jnal and protective legislation, and is as old as 
law itself. It only remains to decide the most 
practical method of carrying it into effect. 

From the reports received and statistics gath- 
ered by this office since the law went into effect, 
we deduce the following conclusions, 
viz.: That the beneficial effects of the present 
law have been chiefly observed in the country 


towns and emall villages, where it has been com- 
paratively easy to collect evidence, and, prove 
violations of it. In such places, many of the 
evils of the traffic have been abated, and the 
order-loving portion of the community are warm 
in its praise; but, in most of the large towns 
and cities, the difficulties of obtaining proof, the 


want of courage or strength in injured parties. 


to undergo the ordeal of a court of law, and the 
organized resistance before adverted to, and, 
above all, the want of executive officials whose 
duty it is expressely made to execute the law 

have prevented the realization of the ardent 
hopes of its friends, and of the principles upon 
which it is founded. 

Cases 2 arise where the husbands, in 
receipt of large wages, have coustantly spent 
the entire proceeds at the saloons, leaving their 
wives and families to starve, or subsist on char- 
ity; and yet it has been found to be 
impossible, in most cases, to prove that 
these husbands are drunkards, or in the habit of 
getting intoxicated, sufficiently to found an 
action on the fifth section of the law. The 


„ liquor-dealers may take all their earnings, unless 


drunkenness is proved, and incur no liability. 
To this extent the law protects the rum-seller 
more than any other business is protected. 
Again, the families of drunkards are m a state of 
continual fear of personal violence, and, in many 
cases, delicete women have n thrust out of 
doors all night, and otherwise inhumanly treated; 
yet the law offers no remedy. Also, in case 
death results immediately from intoxication, no 
damages can be recovered by the surviving heirs 
and widows. And so cases might be multiplied 
showing that nine-tenths of the evils caused by 
intoxicating liquors are totally unprovided for. 

The Ohio statute, of which ours is a copy, 
with some interpolations, discountenances the 
sale of liquor to drank upon the premises; 
and by this means, whenever efficiently enforced, 
cuts off many of the evils of the traffic. Thus 
the State’s Attorney for Noble County, in that 
State, has been enabled to report that 

“There is no place in that county for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, and no criminals.” 
One of the wisest provisions of the Ohio Consti- 
tution prohibits the granting of licenses to sell 
intoxicating liquors,—thus refusing to legalize 
or indorse a great evil, as it is acknowledged to 
be by nearly all men, or 
those pecuniarily inte in the profits of the 
business. 

We re the granting of legal authority to 
thousands of saloons in all our large cities to 
deal in these dangerous beverages, as an alarm- 
ing precedent, and fraught with evil to every cit- 
ien. In most cases, these places are the resort 
of loafers, gamblers, vagrants, thieves, and 
criminals, and are haunted by the most disor- 
derly and non-producing element of society.; in 
others, they are gilded palaces of vice and dissi- 
pation, attracting the most respectable citizens 
to ruin and moral degradation; in all, they min- 
ister to depraved sensual appetites, encourage 
idleness, manufacture criminals, squander the 
earnings of honest industry, disturb the peace, 
and entail misery upon the families of all — 
of society. 

It becomes, then, a grave question, whether 
the body politic by its supreme governing power, 
should, iu the slig test degree, legalize and pro- 
tect so great au evil. Are they not derelict to 
duty when they thus ignore the highest interests 
of the masses, and grant licenses to men to 
tempt their brother-men to wrong ? 

The revenue derived is one argument advanced 
in favor of ting licenses. How stands the 
account ? e rnunicipal authorities of Chicago 
have received for the current year, for licenses, 
about $128,000; from fines for violations of 
liquor-ordinances, about $4,000 ; total, $132,000. 
On the other side, at least one-half of the ex- 
pense of 500 police is caused by the saloons, 
€280,000 ; one-half of the annual expense of the 
Criminal Court, about 525,000; one-half of the 
annual expense of feeding and caring for prison- 
ers, about $5,000; one-half of annual pauper 
and insane expenses, $90,000. One-half of these 
expenses are directly — — to the sale of 
intoxicating liquors, and we have a grand total of 
£410,000. ucting the amount received from 
licenses and fines, and we have a balance of 
$278,000 against the license system. In the 
name of the tax-payers of Chicago, we protest 
agaist a revenue which costs the people nearly 
$3 for every dollar received. 

If weshould take into account the value of 
laborers’ earnings spent in these saloons in Chi- 
cago annually, from $12,000,000 to $15,000,000, 
we have an appalling balance against the license 
system, It might also be borne in mind that 

e sales of liquor in the State of Illinois equal 
in amount the value of capital stock of all the 
railroads in the State; that every year $140,000, - 
000 of capital is drank up, and the vacuum thus 
created supplied by foreign capital. 

The power of regulating the traffic is another 
reason why licenses are granted; yet few at- 
tempts to regulate it, or to revoke licenses, are 
ever made in cities. The power of revokation 
is placed in the hands of executive officers who 
seldom exercise it, although proof of violation of 
liquor-ordinances in numberless cases is undis- 


puted. 

The regulation of liquor-selling by means of 
licenses is a delusion. The essence and value of 
all laws regulating or providing against the evils 
of the sale of intoxicating liquors, rests entirely 
upon the means adopted to execute them. The 
best of laws will remain a dead letter with- 
out a proper executive power, removed from the 
influence of political considerations, to enforce 
it. Especially is this the case in cities, where 
vice, ignorance, and crime congregate some- 
times with sufficient force to take possession of 
all departments of the City Government, or to 
secure the non-enforcement of laws obnoxious 
to them ; therefore we suggest the propriety of 
enacting laws similar in scope and operation to 
those enacted by Massachusetts, New York, and 
same States, for the enforcement of similar

ment was considerably augmented by the ar- 
rival at Ryan’s of the body of the murdered 
child, which took place about 5 o'clock. For 
several hours the rooms were besieged by 
crowds, all anxious to learn every particular of 
the bloody deed. When our reporter visited the 
above locality, he found four dead bodies, side 
by side, all of whom had met with violent deaths 
within thirty-six hours, and were those of H 
Smultz, William Kingsley, Albert Keeler, — 
Ida R. Spencer. The wounds upon the head 
the child were of à fearful nature. Across the 
forehead was a terrible gash, an inch in width 
and three in length. Across the top of the head 
was a similar wound, while in front of this and 


halfway between the two was a third one. Each 


blow of the cruel iron had crushed in the skull, 
which was literally broken into atome. No 
other wounds a on the body, and upon 
the face rested a smiling expression, ‘The 
body of Keeler lay within a few feet of his 
victim, and presented a striking contrast to that 
of the murdered innocent. Upon the chest ap. 
eared a large blace and blue place made by the 
rake bar, which had crushed in the chest at 
that point, the ribs and breast one being also 
crushed and broken. Along the back were arge 
abrasions of the skin, caused by his being shoved 
along in front of the truck. On his face rested a 
villainous expression, strongly tinged with animal 
propensities. A post-mortem examination of 
the body of the littlp girl was made this morn- 
ing by Dr. Plant, which revealed the fact that 
her person had not been violated ag 
was asserted on all sides. The wounds 
showed for themselves that the were 
uced by some round instrument like a bar 
of iron. Either of the three wounds would have 
produced death, from their terrible nature. 
From the nature of the wounds and their posi- 
tion on the skull, it would seem probable that 
the child was in a stooping posture when the 
fisst two blows were struck, and that the third 
was given after she fell tothe floor. The iron 
claw-bar with which the deed was committed 
was about two and a-half feot in length, an inch 
and one-quarter in diameter, with s claw on one 
end, and weighs from four to six pounds. It ig 
covered with blood and hair, and is a murderous- 
looking instrument. 

The cause of this horrible deed will proba 
never be known. Keeler, since his residence at 
Mrs. Spepcer’s, has been on apparently good 
terms withhbis victim, Whether he attempted to 
ravish her person, which she resisted, or whether 
they had some sudden quarrel, in which he 
struck her down, are subjects for theorizing, but 
the true motive of the deed will doubtless remaiy 
a mystery forever. Sufficient, however, for the 
public is the fact that the murderer met with 
prompt and deserved Ar through other 
than mortal hands, Keeler had a mother resid- 
ing somewhere east in this State. He hada 
brother, whose whereabouts we have u un- 
able to learn. His age is said to be about 21 
years.

SNOW=-BOUND. 


Ineffectual Attempt of a Train from 
St. John to Reach Malifax---Five 
Days on the Road---Fifiteen Feet of 
Snow and a Hesistiess Storm, 

From the St, John (. B.) News, March 8, 

About 124¢ this morniffg, the train which left 
here on Monday last for Halifax got back to this 
city. The passengers on board, many of whom 
returned to this city, and the officers and em- 
ployes have passed through dangers and diffi- 
culties to which the history of railroading in 
this province scarcely furnishes a parallel. From 
one of the officers who was on board the train 
our reporter has gathered the foliowing particu- 
lars of their five days’ experience on Tantramar 
Marsh and vicinity ; 

The express train for Halifax left Sackville on 
Monday afternoon last, between 4 and 5 o'clock, 
being about two hours behind time. At this 
time the wind was beginning to biow freshly, 
with indications of a storm. While crossing the 
Trantramar Marsh* and within about two miles 
of Au Lac Station, the squall struck the train. 
Those on board say they never experienced any- 
thing so sudden and terrific. The train was 
most ummediately brought to a standstill, the 
fury of the storm and the quantity of snow clo 
ging the wheels so that it was impossible to 
vance or go backward. After several ineffectual 
att to start the engine, all hands saw that 
from the fury of the storm they must make the 
most of the circumstances in which they were 
— and the fireman proceeded to clear the 

ilers. In doing this the engineer and fireman 
were so completely envelo in snow and ige 
from the escaping steam and the pelting snow, 
and so benum and exhausted from the co 
and from their exertions, that they were fore 
to draw their fires and creep inta the box. After 
getting thawed out they made their way with the 
greatest difficulty to the passenger and mail 
cars. This they had to do by feeling their way 
the storm raging with such resistless fury that 
they could see nothing before them. 

In the passenger-cars the wind was so terrific 
that no fires could be kept up, and the fine snow 
sifted h every crevice and drifted into 
the cars to such an extent that they soon be- 
came untenable, andthe only place of refuge 
left was the mail-car. This was protected from 
the storm by the passage-way through it, whi 
when morning came was drifted half full 
now. There were about twenty-five male pas- 
sengers on board the train, and four female, one 
married lady, two unmarried ones, and a colored 
or These were made as comfortable as possi- 

le under the circumstances, and, after the first 
great fury of the storm had spent, they succeed- 
ed in keeping on a fire. Nearly everything with- 
in the car had been used as fuel except the mail- 
boxes, and it was thought that these would have 
be sacrificed, but Conductor Cannon and Mr. 
lizzard, the postal clerk, determined to make 
an attempt to reach the engine and get some 
coal, This they succeeded in doing, after which 
oe inmates of the car were made more comfort- 
e. 

Previous to this an attempt had been made by 
one of the employes to reach the fence, in ordet 
to procure fuel, but he lost his way, and being 
unable to see the cars or the fence, became be- 
wildered, and, with difficulty, made his way back 
to the train, being guided only by the shouts of 
those on board, which could scarcely be heard 
above the din of the elements, 


When the morning dawned, nothing could be 


more cheerleas. than the prospect which pre- 
sented itself. The inmates of the postal car 
had to shovel their way out of it, the snow 
being nearly as high as the door. They had ne 
provision on board but a barrel of crackers, 
which had been opened and the contents dis- 
tributed during the night, but as they had neith- 
er butter or water, it was impossible to eat the n. 
The ladies exhibited the greatest coolness & 
courage in the trying position in which they were 
— and not a murmur escaped their lips 85 
the privations they endured. At great personal 
risk Conductor non and Postal-Clerk Bliz- 
zard tramped through the storm to Sackville, 
reported their condition, and a force was 
out to the track. — frei 
Truno, charge of Conductor Allingham, 
also worked well down toward the snow-bound 


t was from ten to fifteen feet deep. 


Great praise is due to Conductor Cannon for 


his unwearied and kindly efforts to provide for 
the comfort of the passengers and employes of 
the train. When the storm had somewhat 
abated, he went to Cole’s Island, a distance of 
about a 


@ mile and a half, and procured 8 team, 
conveyed the lady passengers to the house of 9 
farmer named Patterson, where they were, maa 
kindly treated, and provided with food snd 
rest. He then procured other teams and sent 
them forward to Amherst. Residents in the u-

THE LAW COURTS. 


How Fire and Law Have Adjusted 
the Clark Street Staircase 
War, 


The Orphan Asylum Habeas Corpus 
‘Case Before Judge Farwell. 


Items from the Court of Bankruptcy 
New Suits. 


Everybody in Chicago has heard of the “ stair- 
os war,“ as it was called at the time, namely, 
the litigation in Morrison et al. v. King et al., to 
enjoin the destruction of a staircase, partly in 
No. 155 and partly in No. 153 South Clark street, 
before the fire, the block having been vacated 
by James M. Morridon, who died in 1868, the 
widow having No. 155, and other parties No. 153. 
After a lengthened fight in the courts here, the 
question was carried to the Supreme Court, who 
have affirmed the decree of the lower court, the 
fire of October, 1871, having, however, far more 


property. The opinion of the Supreme Court, 
by Judge McAllister, is as follows: 

The appellee, Mary A. King, was, before her marriage 
with her co-complainant in this cause, the widow of 
James M. Morrison, who died in 1868, seized of divers 
parcels of real estate situate in the City of Chicago, 
among which were the land and building in question 
in this suit. This case was a bill in equity by said 
widow (her present husband being joined as co-com- 
plainant), against appeliants, to restrain them from 
taking down, as they proposed to do, a portion of said 
building, of which another portion been allotted 
to said widow asdower, by which allotment, as she 
claims, and as incidental thereto, she became entitled 
to certain easements, or rights in the nature of ease- 
ments, attached to or charged upon part of said build- 
ing proposed to be taken down, and which 
rights would thereby be wrongfully dis- 
turbed or destroyed, Ou the hearing, upon pleadings 
and proofs, the court below found in her favor, and 
perpetually enjoined the interference, from which de- 
eres an appeal was taken to this court. The material 
facts are undisputed. In 1863 and 1864, the said 
James M. Morrison, the owner of a plat of 
ground situate upon the east side of South Clark 
street, with a frontage of one hundred feet and two 
inches, and a depth of eighty feet, constructed a brick 
building upon and covering the entire plat, but com-

height, with basements, These stores were desig- 
nated by numbers on the viz.: 151, 153, 155, 
157, and 159 South Clark street, The main or lower

When all this 
was done, the second-story would be unavailable with- 
out a new sky-light, and the third-story without new 
means of access, which could be supp only with 
great difficulty and expense, Appellants’ counsel in- 
sists that inasmuch as appellee, Mary A. King, did not 
derive her estate from the original owner by grant, 
but took it by metes and bounds under the statute as 
an aliotment for dower, she therefore took nothing by 
implication ; took nothing one inch beyond the boun- 
dary line between her portion and No. 153, which 
line was the centre of the wall between Nos, 153 and 
155, and the centre of the lower stairway. From this 
position he argues that appellants had the clear legal 
right to take away any part of their building up to that 
line, including a portion of the division wall itself, and 
that whatever of the alleged easements she could re- 
store or supply by reasonable labor or expense, she 
was bound to supply or do without.

The leading 
consideration with men of this sort is self-inter- 
est. The most powerful element with which to 
reach them is money. If it should come to this, 
and to this it will came whenever Judges 
are elected who are willing to publish 
their opinions before the case is tried, 
the railroads will have matters more 
completely in their control than ever before. 
In a struggle for the possessién of Judges who 
are willing to sell out the law, for votes or for 
anything elne, it will scarcely: be denied that the 
railroads could command the largest amount of 
the article that decisions are usually sold for, 
and that they would be the.highest bidders. If 
Supreme Judges can overturn the law in the in- 
terest of one faction, they may also overturn it 
in the interest of an opposing faction. Judges 
who could be hired by votes to declare one thing 
one day, could be hired by money to declare the 
opposite thing another day. In their proposi- 
tion to elect as Supreme Judges men who are 
without the high inte prity to declare the law as 
it is, after fair trial and hearing of the causes, 
Mr. Castle and his followers propose to 
enter into a struggle with the railroad 
companies in wh,ich the side that commands 
most money will, eventually win. Regarded in 
this light, we are/inclined to think that the com- 
munity will shri ok from the conflict, and prefer 
that the law should take its course, interpreted 
by men chosen for their ability, honesty, and 
learning exclusively, and who cannot be moved 
by either votes er money to depart from their 
convictions. 

A proposition to subvert the fixed principles 
of law in ‘the interest of any class, whether

years they have been about 10 per cent per 
annum. 

The complaints against the management of the 
yards have related to an alleged shortage of feed, 
to the filthy condition of the yards, to the prices 
charged for hay and corn fed to the animals, and 
to detentions and delays of shipments to Eastern 
markets. In regard to the alleged shortage of 
feed, and the prices charged therefor, the Com- 
mittee say they can find no evidence that the 
quantities furnished were less thaif those bar- 
gained for, except in a few cases which may be 
attributed to haste and carelessness ; and while 
the prices charged for hay and corn are consid- 
erably higher than those of the Chicago market, 
shippers would not complain of this if the 
pens were kept clean and fry so that 
the feed would not be wasted. They find that 
the delays of shipments are due to a lack of 
rolling stock on the railroads leading to Eastern 
markets, and not to the management of the 
yards. The condition of the yards, as regards 
cleanliness, they find to be very bad. This 
is attributable in part to the severity of the win- 
ter, to the suddenness of the recent thaw, and 
to the great increase of the trade. Nevertheless, 
they think that a general reform in the matter 
of cleanliness is demanded, and’ that standard 
scales should be erected at the yards for weigh- 
ing feed, and that notices should be posted up 
defining accurately the rights and privileges of 
customers, and indicating to whom they shall 
apply for a redress of any grievances they may 
have. In order that these:reforms may be * 
ried out, and that the remodies suggested may 
be furnished continuously, they recommend that 
the yards be put under the supervision of the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners, who 
are instructed to visit and inspect them at least 
four times each year. The investigation seems 
to have been athorough ome, and the report 
will quiet a great many groundless alarms, and 
at the same time introduce some needed reforms 
in one of the most important departments of 
Western trade and industry.

An importing house of this city, that deals in 
wire ropes, recently imported from England a 
large order. On its arrival at Baltimore they 
tendered the Collector the bond for the payment 
of the duties in Chicago. The wire rope, how- 
ever, was found to be in coils too large to be 
placed in box cars, and the Collector at Balti- 
more refused to allow their transportation on 


Treasury officers sustained the Collector at Bal- 
timore. Asa consequence, the wire remains at 
Baltimore, and can only be removed upon pay- 
ment of all the duties at that port. If the 
use of open cars were prohibited altogether 
there would be some excuse for this 
proceeding, but, as plate-glass and 2 
variety of other articles are received here 
from New York on such cars, the objection is 2 
special one at Baltimore. When the bill permit- 
ting imported merchandise to be brought from 
the Atlantic ports to Chicago, in bond, was pend- 
ing, the whole influence of the Eastern Oustom-

Wire rope is extensively used 
in this country for mining purposes, for in- 
clined planes, bridges, derricks, dredges, hoist- 
ing, belting, and for elevators; it is also used 
for standing rigging of ships, stays, guys, anda 
variety of other purposes.

The latest suicidal mania which has been rag- 
ing in France, and which has received philosoph- 
cal support from the Euthanasian school in Eng- 
land, appears to have spread into this country.

The other was an old gentleman of 65, 
who hanged himself with a strip of bed-ticking 
because he had been reduced to poverty and his 
wife was forced to give music lessons for their 
joint support. The observations of the French

The following bill, under consideration in the 
Senate by sections, is of importance to cities :

WHeEREss, The corporate authorities of certain cities 
in this State have no power to establish or fix the sala- 
ries of their city officers in certain cases, whereby an 
emergency exists uiring this act to take immediate 
effect, erefore, act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage. 

RAILROAD ~ TAXATION. 

The Castle Special Committee on Railroad 
Taxation have furnished the following abstract 
of their forthcoming report for publication : 

In addition to what has been published, it 
takes the ground that, while the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Railroad has been taken to 
illustrate the position, they find that, while the 
capital of railroads in this State approaches 
$250,000,000, they are only paying tax on €25,- 
658,784, which proves there is no great difference 
in the other roads, and that, while railroad pro 
erty has largely increased in this State in the 
past year, there has been but a small increase in 
the amount taxed. 

In re to dividends of railroads, and in re- 
ply to the assertion that they are scarcely pay- 
ing 10 per cent, the report claims that the gross 
earnings of the Chi 
June, 1872, were, for the 400 miles of main line, 
the sum of $17,231.59 per mile. 

Then taking the Chicago & Iowa Road, which 
runs from Forreston to Aurora, 80 miles, as 
the comparison of a new and undeveloped road, 
it holds that the actual cost of the road is not 
known to the general public. It was built and is 
owned by the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, 
with Hinckley & Co. Now the capital stock 
may, or may not, represent a value,—its issue 
being to raise money by its sale,—or to represent 
a larger investment to pay dividends on when 
the earnings pay too much on real capital. Now 
let us ignore this stock, and we find the bonded 
debt to be $1,750,000, or almost $22,000 per mile, 
This sum is no doubt more than the road cost, 
as we find the Chicago, Bur n,& Quincy 
purchasing the Chicago & Iowa for b16 000 per 
mile, or complete for $6,000 less per mile than 
this bonded debt. 

Allowing, then, this road to have cost its bond- 
ed debt, we find its __ receipts for the 
first six months were $269,073, while the interest 
on bonds was $70,000, andthe running expenses, 
at 60 per cent of 22 earnings, was 8161,
